forty yeais, lids modest and learned investi- 
gator has succeeded in ascertaining experimen- 
tally, week- by Meek, the habituaf food1 of th« 
birds in our1 climate. By attentive examination 
of '.he contents of their stomachs, he has brmi 
able to discover not only in what proportion 
they feed on insects, but what species in parti- 
cular they seek and destroy, and consequently 
what vegetables they protect against their en- 
emies.
